STATE HOTEL MEN'S ORGANIZA- 


TION TO WORK FOR LEGISLA- 


TIVE ACTION TO RELIEVE THE 


CONDITIONS. 


That it is imperative to have good 


roads leading into Florida and good 
roads to every nook and corner of the 
state, was the conclusion reached by 
the executive committee of the Flor- 
ida Hotel association at a meeting 
held in Daytona Monday at the in- 
stance 
of President J. Cavanaugh, 


manager of the Hotel Windsor in 
Jacksonville, says the Daytona News. 


Mr. Cavaaaugh, who is one of Flor- 


ida's strongest boosters, is strong in 
ida's greatest boosters, is strong in his 
views that the welfare of Florida de- 
pends almost entirely on its road sys- 
tem. "Where there are now a few 
thousand automobiles coming to Flor- 
ida each winter, there would be ten 
times as many if the roads leading to 
this great winter playground were 
nearer perfect," he said. It is the plan 
of the executive committee of the 
Florida Hotel association to seek the 
co-operation of chambers of commerce 
and other organizations throughout 
the state in support of a measure to be 
brought before the next session of th'e 
Florida legislature to have a state 
highway system, built by the state. 
Another project that will be sought 
will be to have a different system of 
licensing automobiles, the fee ranging 
from a minimum of $15 on small cars, 
say under 15 horsepower, anfl one dol- 
lar per horsepower on larger cars. 
This method would bring into the 
state treasury an amount estimated 
by Mr. Cavauaugh at half a million 
dollars per annum This money would 
be used exclusively to maintain roads 
already built and thus insure perfect 
roads after once constructed. 


"The tourist must be catered to in 


every possible way," says Mr. Cava- 
naugh. "And the most important tour- 
ist today is the motor tourist, for he, 


i that spends the, largest 


benefit of' the hotel men alone that 
the tourist industry must be cultivat- 
ed, but to the interest of every per- 
-son in the state. Eliminate the tour- 
ist from Florida and there would be 
a woeful lack of prosperity." 


He points out that a man owning 


an automobile, whether a commercial 
or so-called pleasure vehicle, will 
he readily willing to contribute an 
«xtra dollar or two per month for 
tetter roads, from the simple fact 
that the saving in tires alone at the 
end of a year will doubly compensate 
him for actual wear and tear of ma- 
terial, not to mention the annoyance, 
embarassment and damage generally 
sustained on a poorly kept highway. 


Florida has a vast mileage of well 


laid out roads, says Mr. Cavanaugh, 
and the maintenance of these roads is 
highly important to the state, citing 
specific instances like the road be- 
tween Daytona and Jacksonville and 
from Tafnpa to Lakeland. The shell 
road in Volusia county is in fair shape 
till the aggravating break of some 
five miles is reached in Flagler coun- 
ty. 
Then there is a "stretch of less 


than six miles which wrecks the tem- 
per of the driver as well as the tires 
themselves before the brick road is 
reached again. 
In Hillsboro it is 


smooth sailing for 20 miles north un- 
til the alleged cement road, full of 
mud and ruts, is touched just north 
of Plant City. For nearly ten miles 
the trip is a literal burden until the 
ideal brick road leading to Lakeland 
is mounted again; and so the Tarn 
pa-Jacksonville highway is defaced 
by intermittent 
stretches 
of graft 


bogs which could be repaired with a 
small expenditure. 
These are only 


minor, but neverthless, convincing 
illustrations, says Mr. Cavanaugh, o 
^he need for some sort of immediate 
legislation which must be enacted to 
jectify the situation. 


The directors of the hotel men's

naugh's suggestion, decided to pre 
sent arguments in favor of a bill t< 
be presented to the next legislatun 
providing for quick relief, complying 
at the same time with the federa 
government's appeal for the openini 
of new sources of employment for th< 
boys returning home, willing to keep 
the great social machinery running. 


"From every point in the state, 


says Mr. Cavanaugh, "exhaustive sur 
veys have been made and carefull 
surveyed roads followed. They mus 
be maintained in proper condition i 
the reputation of Florida, occupyin 
the high place it now holds, is justl 
to be continued."

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GOOD ROADS NEEDED 


IN STATE OF FLORIDA 


STATE HOTEL MEN'S ORGANIZA- 


TION TO WORK FOR LEGISLA- 


TIVE ACTION TO RELIEVE THE 


CONDITIONS. 


That it is imperative to have good 


roads leading into Florida and good 
roads to every nook and corner of the 
state, was the conclusion reached by 
the executive committee of the Flor- 
ida Hotel association at a meeting 
held in Daytona Monday at the in- 
stance 
of President J. Cavanaugh, 


manager of the Hotel Windsor in 
Jacksonville, says the Daytona News. 


Mr. Cavanaugh, who is one of Flor- 


ida's strongest boosters, is strong in 
ida's greatest boosters, is strong in his 
views that the welfare of Florida de- 
pends almost entirely on its road sys- 
tem. "Where there are now a few 
thousand automobiles coming to Flor- 
ida each winter, there would be ten 
times as many if the roads leading to 
this great winter playground were 
nearer perfect," he said. It is the plan 
of the executive committee of the 
Florida Hotel association to seek the 
co-operation of chambers of commerce 
and other organizations throughout 
the state in support of a measure to be 
hrought before the next session of th'e 
Florida legislature to have a state 
highway system, 
built by the state. 


Another project that will be sought 
will be to have a different system of 
licensing automobiles, the fee ranging 
from a minimum of $15 on small cars, 
say under 15 horsepower, and one dol- 
lar per horsepower on larger cars. 
This method would bring into the 
state treasury an amount estimated 
by Mr. Cavauaugh at half a million 
dollars per annum This money would 
be used exclusively to maintain roads 
already built and thus insure perfect 
roads after once constructed. 


"The tourist must be catered to in 


every possible way," says Mr. Cava- 
naugh. "And. the most important tour- 
ist today is the motor tourist, for he.

a barber shop, becoming confused and 
wandering about until he evidently 
died from exposure and exhaustion, 
the body . of Edward Whipple was 
found 
Saturday 
afternoon 
on the 


beach, about seven miles south of 
Flagler avenue at Coronado. 


The body was prepared for ship- 


ment and was forwarded Monday to 
his home in Ashley, Ohio. 


Mr. Whipple, who was 60 years of 


age, came here recently froni the 
north, accompanying his brother, W. 
C. Whipple, and his cousin, F. A. 
Whipple. He had been in poor health 
for three years and when his brother 
made preparations to come to Coro- 
nado this winter Mr. Whipple decided 
to come with him, thinking the change 
in climate would be beneficial to the 
condition of his health. ' 


Friday he started for New Smyrna 


to visit a barber shop, but evidently 
became confused and went toward 
the ocean instead of toward the 
bridge. He was seen by Tom Daugh- 
erty. who talked with him and start- 
id him in the right direction, and 
later Mr. Whipple was again directed 
by another man. 


When he did not return his rela-

highly important to the state, citing 
specific Instances like the road be- 
tween Daytona and Jacksonville and 
from Tatapa to Lakeland. The shell 
road in Volusia county is in fair shape 
till the aggravating break of some 
five miles is reached in Flagler coun- 
ty. 
Then there is a "stretch of less 


than six miles which wrecks the tem- 
per of the driver as well as the tires 
themselves before the brick road is 
reached again. 
In Hillsboro it is 


smooth sailing for 20 miles north un- 
til the alleged cement road, full of 
mud and ruts, is touched just north 
of Plant City. For nearly ten miles 
the trip is a literal burden until the 
ideal brick road leading to Lakeland 
is mounted again; ami so the Tam- 
pa-Jacksonville highway is defaced 
by intermittent 
stretches 
of graft 


bogs which could be repaired with a 
small expenditure. 
These are only 


minor, but neverthless, convincing 
illustrations, says Mr. Cavanaugh, of 
the need for some sort of immediate 
legislation which must be enacted to 
.rectify the situation. 


The directors of the hotel men's 


qrganization, 
following Mr. 
Cava- 


naugh's suggestion, decided to pre- 
sent arguments in favor of a bill to 
be presented to the next legislature 
providing for quick relief, complying 
at the same time with the federal 
government's appeal for the opening 
of new sources of employment for the 
boys returning home, willing to keep 
the great social machinery running. 


"From every point in the state," 


says Mr. Cavanaugh, "exhaustive sur- 
veys have been made and carefully 
surveyed roads followed. They must 
be maintained in proper condition if 
the reputation of Florida, occupying 
the high place it now holds, is justly 
to be continued."
